As GM Strike 


In Fourth Day 


Michigan Hardest 
Hit but Other Units 
Of UAW Are Laid Off 


DETROIT (AP) -The effects 


of a. national strike by the Unit- 
ed Auto Workers against Gener- 
al Motors Corp. snowballed as 
the work stoppage entered its 
fourth day today. 


Michigan, home of about half 


of the 344,000 men on strike in 
the United States and Canada, 
was hardest hit. But other 
places were beginning to feel 
the pinch as well. 


More Layoffs 


A General Motors spokesman 


reported that 3,151 more UAW 
members at nine of 27 plants 
which were exempted from 
strike action by the union were 
laid off at the end of the second 
shift Thursday. This brought to 
11,99 8 the number of workers 
laid off by GM since the start of 
the strike, almost 16 per cent of 
the work force at the exempted 
plants. 


The 27 plants were exempted 


because they manufacture parts 
vital to other automakers. How- 
ever, since G M is its own parts 
plants' best customer, produc- 
tion schedules at those plants 
have been reduced. 


Ford Motor Co. and Chrysler 


Corp., whose contracts with the 
UAW expired along with GM's 
at midnight Monday, were ex- 
empted from the strike and are 
continuing production.

Temporary Halt 
Intended to Let 
Rebels Surrender 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) 


Field Marshal Habis Majali or- 
dered the Jordanian army to ob- 
serve a temporary cease-fire to- 
day to give guerrilla forces an 
opportunity to surrender with- 
out further bloodshed. 


Majali's statement was broad- 


cast by Jordan's official radio 
from Amman, the capital. 


The cease-fire order came in 


the second day of sharp fighting 
in Jordan. It spread into north- 
ern Jordan near the Syrian bor- 
der during the day. The army 
claimed it was in control in Am- 
man and the former guerrilla 
stronghold of Zarqa, 15 miles 
northeast of Amman. 


A military communique said 


King Hussein's forces controlled 
16 Amman districts and were 
carrying out mopping up opera- 
tions. 


There remained no word 


about the Wahdat area in the 
outskirts where 54 hostages 
from last week's air hijackings 
are believed held. Neither side 
has mentioned the hostages in 
the past two days. 


The wording of Marshal Maja- 


li's cease-fire order made it 
clear he was not prepared now 
to negotiate with the guerrillas 
on the terms he had offered 
them on Thursday. King Hus- 
sein named Majali to head the 
Jordanian g o v e r n m e n t on 
Wednesday.

fare division has some sug- 
gestions for moms and dads 
to give to their baby sitters. 
By following these reasonable 
rules and standards, parents 
and sitters can increase the 
safety and well-being of chil- 
dren. And a night out can be 
a less tense, more pleasurable 
experience for parents, sitter 
and most importantly the 
child. 


As a parent, a primary 


concern is finding the right 
person to care for your child. 
Know your sitter's qualifica- 
tions. Has she baby-sat be- 
fore? Does she have younger 
brothers or sisters? 


Experience Helps 


Obviously a youngster fa- 


miliar with children in her 
own everybday environment is 
apt to have more skill and 
confidence in handling some- 
one else's child. 


Once a sitter has been 


decided upon and if she is 
unfamiliar to your child, have 
her visit with him on one or 
two occasions so that they 
become acquainted. Both the 
child's and the sitter's friend- 
liness toward each other will 
thus be increased manifold. 


On a teenager's first sitting 


experience for you. give her a 
brief 
tour 
of your home, 


pointing out where to find 
items of importance ... your 
child's clothing, his bedding, 
first-aid supplies, fire exits, 
and the like. 


Next, fin her in on your 


child's habits and what fii-

sanctions she should follow 
regarding his feeding sched- 
ule, 
bedtime, 
TV-watching. 


Your child's needs are differ- 
ent from every other child's, 
so even if the sitter has 
watched over dozens of chil- 
dren, tell her what his needs 
generally are if he wakes up 
at night, or cries, or appears 
discontented. Is he hungry? 
Does he simply want to be 
rocked back to sleep? Must he 
be changed? Does he want a 
light on in his room.? 


Age Makes a Difference 
Each age of a child repre- 


sents a different stage in his 
development. Caring for a 
five-month old is a far cry 
from caring for a five-year- 
old. 
An infant should be 


looked in on frequently to see 
that he is warm enough, 
covered properly, not burying 
his h e a d in covers and 
clothes. 


A five year old, on the other 


hand, will tell what he wants, 
but his boundless energy and 
curiosity requires constant at- 
tention to avoid his getting 
into scrapes. No one knows a 
child better than his parents, 
so it is up to them to alert a 
sitter to their child's own 
particular needs. 


Always leave your sitter a 


phone number where you can 
be r e a c h e d . Should you 
change your whereabouts, call 
her and let her know. Be 
certain that phone numbers of 
your physician, nearest rela- 
tive or neighbor, police de- 
partment, fire department, 
poison control center, if there 
is one, are always left by the 
phone should there be an 
emergency. And remember 


... tell her where the phone 
is. 


Rules should be written out 


for your sitter in case of 
emergencies. And never un- 
derestimate the importance of 
repeating to her the necessity 
for following these niles. 


— In case of an accident or 


apparent illness, have her call 
you immediately. If you can- 
not be reached, have her call 
your physician. 


— In case of fire or smoke 


in the house, the sitter's 
primary concern is to get the 
child out of there — fast .. . 
without even bothering to 
dress him. First he should be 
taken to the nearest neighbor. 
Then the fire department 
should be alerted. And then 
you should be called. 


— Be certain that your 


sitter knows never to open the 
door to strangers. If she hears 
a strange sound she cannot 
identify, she should call the 
police first and you second. 


— Make sure your sitter 


understands never to leave 
your child alone — even for 
a moment—no matter what 
the circumstance. This may 
seem obvious, but not taking 
it for granted could prevent 
an accident or even save your 
child's life. 


Following these simple pro- 


cedures will make the hours 
away from home more relax- 
ing, and will give a sitter a 
sense of confidence in her 
ability to handle any situation. 
But most important, it will 
insure that when a parent 
returns home he will find his 
child as comfortable, as at 
ease and as safe as when he 
left him.

Our Polluted World and Your Child 


Part 2 of 2-Part Series 


Last summer my wife, my 


two youngest children and I 
escaped urban pollution by 
emigrating temporarily from 
the city to a secluded New 
England lake. The chronic 
respiratory ailments my chil- 
dren had suffered all winter 
caused by urban pollution 
vanished overnight. We had a 
cottage deep in rural Amer- 
ica, where tousle-haired boys 
dressed in faded blue-jeans 
still dangle bent hooks tied to 
a 
line 
into 
swimming 


holes. Here the rolling hills 
are sheathed in tall pines and 
in leafy maples. The valleys 
are carpeted with lush corn 
fields. The cattle low content- 
edly as they amble from the 
milk shed. 


This is the America we 


remember from our child- 
hood. We want our children to 
know, to love and to enjoy it. 
But unless all of us intervene 
now, before it is too late, it 
may no longer exist when our 
children reach adulthood. 


The lake near which we 


lived, serene on the surface, 
was ringed with sudsy deter- 
gents when a summer thunder 
storm whipped up the water 
into wavelets. The ground 
water is polluted. The fish in 
many lakes are inedible as a 
result of the mercury with 
which tfiey are saturated. The 
sleek cattle in the fields are 
fattened with bra-chemicals 
that cause immunities in chil- 
dren against drugs that might 
help them survive illness. The 
fruit and vegetables on the 
vine, on trees and on stalks 
are doused with DDT and other 
chemical sprays that increase 
the yield per acre. But they 
are also absorbed by our 
children. We are concentrat- 
ing poisons in the soil, in the 
water and in .the air, in our 
wild life, in domestic animals 
and in children, at a rate 
faster than nature can dis- 
solve them. 


We are answering the prob- 


lems created by technology 
and by industrialization by a 
haphazard use of more tech- 
nology, instead of conserving 
what we have and using our 
resources for human better- 
ment. When I was discharged 


from the army at the end of 
World War II I knew about 
the hazards of DDT. I never 
allowed its use in my house or 
garden. My friends accused 
me of being an alarmist and 
of resisting progress. That 
was 25 years ago. Today 
many of these same friends 
are resisting new disclosures 
of threats to our environment. 
But they nave accepted the 
fact that DDT is dangerous. 
We don't have another 25 
years in which to wait until 
they awaken to what is now; 
known. 


I have never deluded myself 


that my refusal to use DDT 
has protected me or my 
family from its effects. We 
get it in our milk, .meat and 
vegetables. But I know thai I 
haven't put it there and that, 
at least to a tiny extent, I 
have not added to this form of 
pollution. 


We are beginning to hear of 


cholera and plagues, of drug 
resistant 
VD and o t h e r 


scourges t h a t ravage the 
world once more. We are not 
immune in the United States. 
The terror of public health 
authorities of such epidemics 
breaking out in the U. S. was 
illustrated by their concern 
last summer when a boy scout 
died of puzzling symptoms at 
a New Mexico Jamboree.. 


Your concern for the en- 


vironment, for keeping Amer- 
ica beautiful, will enable your 
child to live to enjoy it. If you 
are wilting to recognize the 
threat to your child and 2 you 
ate interested in his future, 
you s h o u l d join existing 
groups and organizations that 
are now working to preserve 
the environment and fight 
pollution in all its forms. The 
Audubon Society, the Sierra 
Club and a host of other small 
and large associations 
are 


dedicated to these ends in the 
interest of all life on earth 
and especially on behalf of 
children. Seek them out Read 
their literature and discuss it 
with your friends and neigh- 
bors. You cannot leave it to 
others to save our country 
and our world for your chfld. 
The crunch is on and the buck 
stops with you.

the profit and loss statement. 
Information as to the exact 
need for such an increase was 
scant, however, according to 
Lester L. Dietrich of the trans- 


portation division of PSC. 


"We can't grant an increase 


just because you send in a tariff 
saying an increase is needed," 
Dietrich told Huettl.

Huettl pointed out that his 


firm had a 99.8 operating ratio 
for the six-month period ending 
June 30, 1970.

solve or control the problem 
might better comprehend its 
massiveness when expressed 
in human equivalents. 


Government 
specialists 


have calculated that the total 
amount of waste accumulated 
by large scale livestock 
operations 
is 
now ap- 


proximately en' al to the 
human waste produced by the 
entire population of the United 
States. 


Omitted 
from

calculation is the volume of 
animal waste that is used or 
must be disposed of in small- 
scale feeding operations or 
dispersed on farms and 
ranges, 


A breakdown of the figures 


shows that five million feedlot 
cattle produce the waste 
equiva'ent of 50 million 
people, that the droppings of 
seven million milk cows is 
equal to the human waste of 
105 million people. 


Other waste equivalents 


include 100 million laying 
hens— 10 million people; 50 
million turkeys—five million 
humans; 400 million broilers— 
204million humans;" 2 million 
lambs on feed —one million 
people. 


Under and about large 


feedlot areas nitrogen in 
excess of any possible usage 
by growing plants becomes a 
pollutant to soil, air, plants 
and water. 


Government tests have 


shown that as much as 
nine-tenths of the urinary 
nitrogen excreted on a large 
feedlot can be released 
directly in the air in the form 
of vaporized ammonia and 
give overdoses of nitrogen to 
lakes a mile or more away.

Zimmermann The Imposter 


attentive politician is prepared 


for those unscheduled events that enable 
him to translate necessity into virtue. 


Thus it took only a few days for 


Patrick J. Lucey, the Democratic 
nominee for governor in the November 
election, with the obedient consent of his 
statutory 
running-mate 
Martin 


Schreiber, nominee for lieutenant 
governor, to declare that they would 
vote for the Republican secretary of 
state , Robert C. Zimmerman, as a 
strong gesture of their objections to 
Robert A. Zimmermann, the Sheboygan 
adventurer who was nominated as the 
Democratic candidate against the long- 
time Republican incumbent by inat- 
tentive or uninformed voters in the 
Democratic primary election. 


Mr. Lucey, ever the pragmatist, left a 


small reservation in his declaration, so 
inconspicuously that it might have been 
missed. He might change his mind, he 
allowed, in the event that a qualified 
independent Democrat files for the 
November ballot in the independent 
candidate column. 


Aside from the meaning of the word 


"qualified" as he may define it, that 
declaration gives Mr. Lucey the image 
of a man who is willing to put par- 
tisanship aside in the interest of 
responsible politics. He knows that an 
"independent" candidate, as the history 
of Wisconsin voting shows, has only a 
remote chance of providing competition 
for Robert Zimmerman, the long-time 
officeholder. He knows also that a truly 
"qualified" man is not likely to step 
forward, in view of the incumbent's vote 


attraction record in ganeral elections in 
the past. 


Thus Mr. Lucey who had to repudiate 


the deception of the voters by the 
Sheboygan imposter has with great 
presence of mind and skill managed to 
escape the embarrassment of the in- 
cident, and in all liklihood, has created a 
favorable impression in the minds of 
many independent voters, or swing 
voters with respect to Republican and 
Democratic preferences, that will 
provide some dividends in the final 
balloting. Perhaps a few of the partisan 
faithful who have been trained to the 
idea that straight ticket voting is the test 
of Democratic virtue will be temporarily 
annoyed. But they will represent a 
trivial penalty, at worst, and will almost 
surely forgive him when the Sheboygan 
Zimmermann becomes better known to 
the electorate in succeeding weeks, as 
the Wisconsin press will surely manage. 


Meanwhile, as our statehouse 


correspondent has remarked, the 
disturbing primary election incident 
should be considered for what it truly 
means—that the people do not un- 
derstand the functions of this minor 
office in Madison, but are habituated to 
vote for the name that represents in- 
cumbency to them. It is not a vital issue, 
but the confusion of the average elector 
could be reduced by removing this office 
from the ballot. Or, at the very least, it 
should be filled in a nonpartisan elec- 
tion, after this startlingly revealing 
demonstration that Secretary Zim- 
merman is regarded as a non-party man 
even by opposition party voters.

The Sudden Mercury Threat 


One of the most interesting—and 


disturbing—aspects of the new findings 
on mercury pollution in most of the 
country is that realization of it came 
very suddenly but quite a long time after 
the contamination had become serious. 


There was no real publicity about the 


dangers of mercury poisoning until a 
family in New Mexico ate pork from a 
pig which had been fed grain that ac- 
cidentally had been treated with a 
mercury compound. Two children in 
that family lost their sight and were in 
comas for months. All of a sudden it was 
discovered that fish in the Great Lakes 
in particular were contaminated. Now 
studies have shown extensive mercury 
pollution in all but twelve of the fifty 
states and findings in some are in- 
conclusive because of poor research. 
Streams and lakes have been closed to 
fishing and in other areas fishermen 
have been warned not to eat too many 
fish taken from some waterways. 
Concerns about the tourist business have 
undoubtedly meant that warnings have 
been toned down somewhat. 


But the dangers of mercury poisoning 


have been known for years. More than a 
hundred people died in Japan ten years 
ago from mercury poisoning. There has 
been brain damage, blindness and 
paralysis among other victims. 
However, after the New Mexico case, it 
took a graduate student at the Univer- 
sity of Western Ontario to call attention 
to the high level of mercury con- 
tamination in fish from Lake St. Clair 
When Is a Sign Not a Sign ? 


The wording was clear enough. "No 


Thru Street" it said. 


It had the proper legal size and shape 


for such a sign. 


There was no doubt at all that the sign 


spoke truth. That street ended right 
there sure enough. 


That was the trouble. The sign was at 


the end of the street. For all its legal size 
and truthfulness it didn't really serve 
much of a purpose. By the time you saw- 
it you were well along into the street It 
would have been a valuable and useful 
part of the city's arsenal of street 


directives—if it had been in the right 
place. 


So that one sign, in this neighboring 


city which shall remain nameless here, 
not only failed to serve its purpose, it 
became a detriment because of the 
unhappy reaction it is surely producing, 
particularly with non-natives who drive 
into that street, and then have no choice 
but to drive back out again. 


It's important to put up the correct 


instructions to help the traveler. It's just 
as important to make sure those 
directions are placed at the right point 


And that is true of things a lot more 


important than road signs!

But 
there are mysteries. Signs of mercury 
contamination in northern New England 
have been blamed upon 
compounds 


painted on fallen timbers' after the 
hurricane of 1938 to preserve the wood 
until it could be harvested. The amount 
of mercury that goes into the air from 
industries and then comes to earth and 
water through rainfall has also not been 
determined. 


The mercury situation brings into 


focus doubts about other minerals which 
may be flooding our waters and of which 
apparently little or no investigation has 
been made. Dr. Henry Schroeder of the 
Dartmouth Medical School warns about 
possible dangers from other toxic 
materials such as lead, cadmium, ar- 
senic and nickel. Ralph Nader told a 
congressional hearing that "it's 
in- 


cumbent on us to ask why it took so long 
for industry and pollution authorities to 
recognize the danger. The mercury 
contamination reveals how very weak is 
our system of food testing and 
monitoring." 


It is rather apparent that pollution of 


all kinds will not be pinpointed or will 
efforts be begun to halt it until individual 
citizens are enough alarmed to start 
action.

Poverty Cited 
In Study of 
Indian Culture 


Education Is Made 
More Difficult in 
Menominee County 


WASHINGTON (AP)

consin's 
Menominee 
Indians 


were cited Thursday-as exam- 
ples of how rural poverty can 
make schooling even more dif- 
ficult for minority groups. 


Robert J. Havighurst of the 


University of Chicago, director 
of a $500,000 government study 
of Indian economy, said prelimi- 
nary surveys show poverty 
causes the average young In- 
dian the most difficulty with 
such 
social 
encounters 
as 


schooling. 


Given similar economic back- 


grounds, Havighurst said, In- 
dian youngsters do as well in 
school as white youngsters, 
whether the school be operated 
on a reservation or a special In- 
dian boarding school. 


A special study of Menominee 


County, a reservation until the 
1960s, produced "a very desolate 
picture," he said. 


Many young persons are leav- 


ing the county to find a better 
economic existence, the report 
said, moving to Milwaukee and 
Chicago. 


Havighurst said that despite 


economic privation, many Men- 
ominee "youngsters are not do- 
ing too badly in schools." 


The study indicated the situa- 


tion might be improved with 
more scholastic stress on the 
role of the Indian in American 
history.
